ae and better communications, but niost would agree there is much 


room for improvement. Far too many amateurs are ill-equipped to 
_ deal with the communications they might be asked to perform in 
any given emergency, especially one such as a lengthy storm that 


: _ disrupts life here on a fairly regular basis. On one end of the 
_ spectrum is the amateur that participates in public service nets or 


community activities on a regular and frequent basis; another 


amateur gets on the air only to work the country not-yet- -heard- 
- from. In between are all manner of people. I’m reminded of the old 
<aaoue that some people lead, some follow, and the rest just stand 
around in the way. 

One of the nets that has been around a long time has slowly been

WHAT’S NEXT IN HAM RADIO? 
By Dick Biow, KA4AIZ 
Grant Reimers has been Manager of the Orlando branch of 

Amateur Electronic Supply since 1973. I don’t know anyone with a 

better sense of what’s going on in Ham radio than Grant. Which is 

why I corner him at least once a year for an interview about the 
overall Ham scene in the U.S., as he sees it. Here’s the meat: 

1. The overall Ham scene in the U.S. will probably copy the oveall 
Ham scene in ‘Canada, where their Department of Com- 
munication is moving toward a no-code-test certificate, giving 
access above 30 MHz and below 250 Watts. The increasing 
average age of Hams ‘is prior warning of a devastating 
shrinkage in Ham population. Canada sees this and is taking 
steps — and the U.S. won’t be far behind. 

2. Opening up Ham radio in this fasion will not result in ‘‘CB inside 
Ham Radio.” (CB is practically dead today, even inside CB! ) It 
will attract two types of operators that have not, so far, been 
willing to commit themselves to Hamming. 

3. One such group is composed of young ‘‘techies.’’ Highly ctom- 
petent in electronics and communications, these folks are 
fascinated by whatever is newest, fastest, and works best. They 
‘see CW as dated: incapable of automatic error-correction, too 
slow for anything but simple messages, and with an inadequate 
vocabulary. 

4. The other — somewhat overlapping — gorup includes computer 
buffs, people who are presently making AT&T rich running 
modems and bulletin boards. For these folks, any medium that 
is, not self-correcting is useless. They don’t want to ragchew on 
CW, they could care less about AM or SSB chatting, but . . . if 
they could put those bulletin boards up on, say, 2 meters and 
save all those telephone charges. . . 

5. And you are thinking, ‘“‘He’s talking about Packet Radio and - 
Digipeters, right?’’ Right! And among licensed Hams this 
already seems to be the fastest-growing communication 
system: sales are greatly exceeding expectations. The appeal of

Dear Andy: 
In Funioting crn many hours a day for an intermitent bover leak thies unusual signals 
have caused interference to the 80 meter band. 

The first signal causing 5-9 broad RAC interference for about a 50 KHz bandwidth was 
found to be from a motorhome parked at a neighbor's. The interference was at about 200 


KHz intervals and was found at abut 3500, 3700 and 3900 KHz. The motorhome had some — 


sort of electronic power supply that when batteries were charging from the 120 VAC line 
this broad signal was being radiated for about 1 block. When the AC line was disconnected 
the broad AC character stopped and instead, a fairly stable T-9 signal was radiated at 
approximately 200 KHz. The owner turned off his power supply and the interference 
stopped. I wonder if this sort of thing is happening all ever the country? 


The second interference is similar to what I have experienced on 7 MHz and was found by ; 
to be electronic heaters used in manufacturing such as plywood glue drying. [hear a good _ 


many of these and I fear this type of thing may be all over the country. Whatever I am” 
hearing seems to come from a distance, is mostly a DC note, is not very stable and drifts 
up and down the 80 meter band. It is not usually very loud but sometimes up to S-8 or S-9. 


The third interference intrigues me. With the help of a ham friend who has good HF — 


‘mobile equipment, we spent a good hour within about a mile of this QTH and it quit before 
we found it. However, we suspect. it may be a computer at the Punta Gorda Isles 
development company. We hada good portable receiver but the company rep wouldn't let | 
us monitor in the building: This interference is also intermitent, sometimes for 5 or 10 
minutes ata time and many times is on for short intervals of only a few seconds. With — 

‘the BFO of the receiver turned on, this interference is very broad band with no peaks 

“anywhere in the 80 meter band. Careful tuning shows this interference to come fromsome - 
system of multiple A0 carriers, not very stable, but spaced by a varying amount running © 
from about 1000 Hz to up to about 5000 Hz. With the BFO turned off this system of multiple 
carriers produces tones with varying amplitudes between about 1000 KHz and 5KHz. 

These kinds of things get worse as time goes on and I am sorry hams don’t investigate 
and report on them. I have written the FCC and the ARRL but several months have 
passed with no repy. When I call attention to this stuff during a QSO I usually am told that 
it happens all the time, that it is not really that bad and I should forget about it. : 

This interference from miscellaneous equipment should be run down and ‘attempts to ‘ 
get it off the air before our bands z are gone. ; ;

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REPEATER OPERATORS 

Acting in PR Docket 85.22, the FCC has adopted rules to make 
amateur stations in repeater or auxiliary operation mutually 
responsible to resolve interference between them, except when one 
repeater or auxiliary operation is coordinated and the other is not, 
then, the station engaged in noncoordinated repeater or auxiliary 
operation has primary responsibility for resolving any in- 
terference. These rules become effective 0001 UTC, July 12, 1986. 

The FCC took this action to reduce the number of repeater in- 
terference disputes requiring FCC intervension. the FCC decided 
against requiring coordination as a prior condition to repeater 
operation and also decided against adopting more detailed 
repeater coordination rules. FCC indicated that more com- 
prehensive measures would not be considered unless the rules 
adopted do not resolve the problem adequately. See the ARRL 
letter and QST for further details.

NATION STUNNED BY PASSING OF GAS 

Authorities representing the Environmental Protection Agency 
Federal Toxic Waste Disposal Dept., and the Nuclear Energy 
Institute wereunable to identify the gaseous cloud which passed 
over the U.S./Canadian border in February. Residents along the 
northern border swamped local and federal authorities with phone 
calls afterthe massive gas cloud passed. Sheriff Homer Dingle 
(NOS), a ham operator in Cut Bank, Oregon, was the first person 
reported to have observed the gas passing. ‘It smelled like XXXX,”’ 
said Dingle, a local olfactory legend due to his ability to detect’ 
various gas passings over the last several years. “It was bright 
yellow and was floating across the sky at about a mile an hour,” 
Dingle said. An unidentified White House source has informed 
GEARVAKf that all kite flies should be suspended until a full 
congressional investigation is completed. —W2IOF

The FCC today released the full text of its Notice of Proposed 
Rulemaking in PR Docket 86-161, the ARRL inspired Novice 
Enhancement proposal. The NPRM is based largely on the ARRL 
petition. The NPRM proposes new Novice privileges, as follows. 
CW and digital modes on 28.1 to 28.3 MHz, CW and SSB on 28.3 to 
28.5.MHz, with Novices and Technicians only limited to 200 watts — 
‘PEP output. On 220 MHz, the entire 220 to 225 MHz band is proposed 
for Novice operation, with all authorized voice and data modes 
permitted and a 25 watt PEP output limit. On 1240 MHz, the 
segment 1246 to 1260 MHz wold be allocated to Novices, all 
authorized voice and data modes, with a 5 watt PEP limit. Novices 
would not be authorized to be control operators or station licensees 
of a station in repeater operation. 

The NPRM also contemplates expanding the Novice 
examination question pool to 30 questions to include questions on 
the operational aspects of these new privileges and also invites 
comments as to whether two examiners should be required to 
administer Novice exams. 

The full text will appear in June QST. Comments on this prope 
must be submitted to the FCC by July 16, reply comments by 
August 20. Comments should be submitted to the Secretary, 
Federal Communications Commission, Washington, D.C. 20554.

FCC ABANDONS TESTING, REGULATION, MONITORING 
Ina special press announcement issued on Wednesday, the FCC © 
has announced that it will abandon all testing, regulation,

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RENEWAL PROCEDURE FOR 
FLORIDA HAM LICENSE PLATES ~ 
By Fritz Fredrickson, K4JFP, and Carl S. Zelich, AA4MI 

Well, as you may have heard, those public servants we hired to 
work in Tallahassee have done it again! They went out and decided 
a NEW Florida license plate was necessary to replace those tired 
looking ones we’re currently using. Well after all the dust had 
settled, they decided that they would reissue the SAME tired old 
plates! But at additional cost to you, of course. 

Well, more to the point, if you CURRENTLY HAVE an n amateur 
radio license plate, you will have to submit a request to the correct 
authority in the proper manner “‘or else.”’ 

You must: 

1. Apply 3 months in advance of the normal renewal date directly 
to the Division of Motor Vehicles. 

2. Use an 8-1/2 by 11 inch sheet of paper and state: “‘I hereby 


apply for renewal of my amateur radio license plates. My current 


odometer reading is ” Do NOT use the form 


DHSMV-V-AR-CB. This form is used only for FIRST TIME ap- - 


plication ham plates; not renewals. 

3. I suggest using a typewriter if at all possible. this will make all 
hams look good and, more importantly, may eliminate any delays 
because you can read your handwriting but they can’t. 

4. Make certain that you include your ODOMETER reading or 
the whole package will come back to you UNPROCESSED. This 
requirement is about 2 years old and you should not forget it. 

5. Make a photocopy of your pesik registration and your 
current insurance card. — 

6. Make a check payable to the ‘“‘Division of Motor ye 
according to the following formula: 

Example: Car with Code 22 

$25.50 


Tag Fee 

Service Fee 2.50 

New License Plate 3.00 

Mailing 1.50 
Total $32.50 


7. Mail to: State of Florida, Division of Motor Vehicles, Neil 
Kirkman Building, Tallahassee, FL 32304. 

8. Mark the lower left corner of the envelope: 

‘“‘Attn.: Amateur Radio.” 

9. When you receive the normal pre-printed re-registration forms 
from the DMV, just stick them in a drawer until you get your 
shiney, new ham plates from the state prison (oops! I mean 
Tallahassee). 

10. Sit back and wait. . . work some dx. . . wait. . . 

11. Finally, your new plates arrive. (HOORAY!) 

And now the “‘or else’”’ mentioned above. If you don’t apply with 
the 3 months lead time before your registration expires, you will

k. Rapidly deployable antenna system

1. Shielded, fire resistant container for transceiver 

m. Shielded stock of spare parts

PRB-1 SUCCESSES 
Amateurs in Wooster, PA, and Tucson, AZ, have successfully 
opposed proposed tower restrictions in those two communities. In 
the Tucson area, the Pima County Board of Supervisors passed a 
zoning ordinance restricting heights and locations of com- 
munications towers. A committee of Tucson-area hams was for- 


med to speak for Amateur Radio and to obtain an exemption for _ 


amateur towers. As a result of this committee’s efforts, Amateur 
Radio operators obtained an exemption from the zoning ordinance 
restrictions for all amateur towers 100 feet high or less. In Wooster, 
PA, after hearing testimony from over a dozen amateurs em- 
phasizing amateur Radio’s importance in times of disaster, the 
Wayne County Planning Commission voted against a proposed 
tower construction amendment.

HURRICANE ADVISORIES) 

‘The advisories from the hurricane centers are transmitted by HF 
RTTY only on the World Meteorological Organization (WMO) 
circuits manned and operated by The Federal Aviation Agency 
_ (FAA) at Tamiami Airport, south of Miami, Florida. 

The FAA has been trying to terminate this service for many 


“years and has finally succeeded. An agreement has been coor- : 


dinated with the NWS to shut down the facility on 1 August 1986. 
There will be no HF RTTY advisories from the hurricane centers 
after that date. Do not invest ina RTTY capability for the purpose 
of receiving the advisories from NWS. 


_ SPACE STATION ON AIR 
The Soviet Mir Srace Station is on the air, although it has yet to 
- show up in the ham bands. 

AMSAT reports that amateurs worldwide have been monitoring 
the progress of the new Russian space station which was orbited on 
February 19. 

The easiest transmissions to rioniter are those on FM at 143.625 
MHz in the Russian language. The VHF signals are quite strong 
and can be heard by listeners using even primitive receiving 
equipment. 

The VHF frequencies of 121.750, 142. 400, 142.417, 142.600, 143.144, 
143.825, 166.000 and 192.040 MHz are also reported as com- 
munications channels being used by the crew aboard Mir, and 
numerous visual observations of the space station have also been 
made. 

‘Mir is not expected to operate in the amateur bands until relief 
efforts have been completed following the Soviets’ recent nuclear 
disaster.

Incidentally, he 
could use more help at this task, especially when the storm isn’t 


“‘local,”’ but might be affecting Texas or New England. We publish . 


the advisories and bulletins as soon as they are available, usually 
well ahead of any other source you might find, and carry back to 
the Center the groundtruths from the affected areas so that 
forecasters might benefit from each and every scrap of in- 
‘ formation available. The more we do on our amateur radio circuit, 
the less congestion, and the more capability, on NWS circuits. 

Persons in affected areas should monitor NOAA Weather Radio 
throughout the year, especially during the hurricane season, as 
well as the local VHF'/ UHF nets which support the amateur Radio 
Emergency Service (ARES). Additionally, those stations in areas 
along the east coast from southernmost Texas to northernmost 
Maine can monitor the nets on 14.313 MHz, and later 14.325 MHz, for 
the latest in tropical storm information. Since most of these storms 
form well out at sea; the information early on is of interest only to 
the maritime mobile community. When a storm gets within 250 
miles of a populated place, and if watches or warnings are 
established, the Hurricane Watch Net is established on 14.325 MHz. 
All persons in affected areas are welcomed and assisted as much as 
possible, especially those with VHF links to officials in affected 
areas, or in shelters or emergency centers. 

On August ist, NWS funding for RTTY transmissions of tropical 
weather will cease, unless the Congress declares otherwise. 
Members of the Hurricane Watch Net are searching for other of- 
ficial sources, such as HF stations inside NWS facilities, to fill the 
anticipated void. Ina memo to all National Weather Service offices 
in the Eastern Region on March 14; 1986, the Eastern Region 
director stated one of the primary goals of this year was to 
establish a ham radio base station in every NWS office. This would 
certainly improve the preparedness and communications, it would 
help fill the void in information available, and — who knows — it 
just might drive the death toll even lower.

On April 23rd, I received a package from the ‘‘Smiley 
Antenna Co.,’’ which has now purchased name, design, logo, and all 
rights of the Tuned Antenna Co. These antennas were previously 
made in Kansas; they are now made in El Cajon, CA. The new 
owner of the company, Mr. William H. Smashey, assured me that 
the person or persons. at the Miami Hamboree were NOT 
representing the new product made in California. Mr. Smashey 
also sent me a complete new antenna system, to show that the 
quality of their product has improved. 

- Indeed the new antenna was quite superior in construction, the 
center pin was of the proper dimension, and the adapter body itself, 

» not meant to be disassembled, could not be taken apart at all. In the 
previous case the adapter fell apart readily, as well as having a 
dangerously oversize center pin.
